MEMORIAL DANCE TO HONOR JIM HARRIS 
1984 Yankee Clipper Award recipient dies in Connecticut 


Orrin "Jim" Е. Harris III died March 
14, 1992. Here are excerpts of the text of 
the Yankee Clipper Award presentation 
to him and Mary: "People are the most 
important, they benefit, they must have 
fun, they must win." This is the belief 
that Jim & Mary Harris had in their 
teaching and leadership in the square 
and round dance activity. 

Jim started square and round dancing 
as a teenager, He attended caller school 
and for over 25 years called for the Shirts 
and Skirts teenage club, Pequot Ramb- 
lers, Gold Stars, Ledyard Squares and 
several local senior square dance groups. 
He enjoyed guiding dancers through their 
first steps and said: "You get a sense of 
accomplishment when you see them able 
to do all the things you've taught them. 
You just take pride in it." 

Jim was a member of CALLERLAB 
since it was founded in 1975 and served 
on a number of committees. He was also 
very active in Caller Associations in New 
England. He served in many offices in 
the Connecticut Caller Association. As a 
delegate to NECCA he served as secre- 
tary, Jim called at the Connecticut Festi- 
val, New England Square and Round 
Dance Convention, New York State Festi- 


val, Canadian 
Caller Festival ] 
and the National 
Square Dance 
Convention. He 
called for demon- 
strations and 
square 


Mystic School for 
the Deaf and for 
the ARC Center for the Retarded. 

Jim was employed at New England 
Telephone for more than 37 years. He 
was active as a leader in 4-H and Boy 
Scouts and in his church and was also 
a Town Constable. 

Jim was pre-deceased on February 
25 by a daughter, Liz. We extend 
sympathy to Mary and to their 
remaining children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren.

MAINTAINING MAINSTREAM 
FOR NEW GRADS 
Dear Readers: 

During World War II, there was а 
company that manufactured parachutes 
for the U.S. Troops. The senior man- 
agement at the company had a problem 
that they just didn't know how to 
resolve. It seems that the workers who 
actually manufactured the parachutes 
had a 95% success rate pertaining to 
the opening of the chutes during the 
actual flights. 

The managers tried everything they 
could in order to rectify the problem. 
They tried incentives, they tried threat- 
ening, they may have even pleaded. 
Nothing seemed to work. 95% success 
rate is not good enough when it comes 
to using a device that will keep someone 
alive. Finally, one day they came up 
with an idea that solved the problem. 
They told the workers that all employ- 
ees in the plant would have to "test 
run" the parachutes that they were 
making. Well, it didn’t take long for the 
success rate to quickly jump to 100%. 

Wouldn't it be nice if we could have 
some callers actually "try out" their own 
calling techniques by actually dancing 
to themselves? Here it is, May already, 
many clubs have graduated their 
classes and have begun the annual 
"Plus Workshop ritual." 

Having had the pleasure of teaching 
two classes myself this year, I have had 
the opportunity to listen to my students 
come back from other club dances and

listen to some horror stories concerning 
callers’ professional judgment. This is 
nothing new. Each year many of us hear 
that "so and so" called "this and that" at 
the beginners’ dance. How dare he! 

This type of behavior happens each 
year апа it most likely will never 
change. Yes, we can try to work 
together and prevent it from being the 
rule instead of the exception. I have 
begun to see some Callers Associations 
take action on this matter. They have 
set up a time schedule for the beginner 
classes relating to the number of calls 
that should be taught at a certain time. 
Please keep in mind that these are 
simply guidelines; they can never be 
enforced to the point that all callers will 
adhere to them. 

The problem just doesn't pertain to 
beginner dances, either. Now, with 
many new dancers just finishing gradu- 
ation, there is a concern of where they 
are going to dance. Many clubs in New 
England dance the Plus level. Yenrs 
ago, the majority of the clubs would 
lower their level at this time of year to 
welcome the new graduates into the 
club. Some clubs stil practice this 
policy. Many, however, do not. They 
keep the level of the club up, thereby 
requiring the new dancers to “somehow 
make the grade" if they want to dance 
in the club. I had one dancer tell me 
that where they used to live (they 
recently moved into the area), they were 
told on graduation night that they could 
dance one tip, receive their diploma and 
would have to watch the rest of the 
night because the club danced a 
different level. 

That, I hope, is definitely the 
exception, not the rule, But let us 
examine our local situation more 
closely. On one hand you cannot blame 
the clubs for not lowering their levels 
for the new graduates simply because

You are in a Grand Two-Faced Line 
and the caller says, “As Couples Swing 
and Mix." Does the As Couples 
concept apply to the whole call or just 
the Swing? From the same position 
he says, "Once Removed Cycle with 
the Flow.' Is the With the Flow done 
Once Removed? 

А more general question. Have you 
ever been in doubt how much a particu- 
lar concept applies? I hope that your 
answer is either "no" or "not very often." 

While 1 have not seen a rule written 
down anywhere which answers the above 
questions, from dancing to many callers 
it seems to me that most of them are 
operating under the following rule: The 
concept applies to everything after it 
until there is a verbal pause. Usually 
what follows the concept is a single call. 
Sometimes this call is followed by a suffix 
(e.g., With the Flow, By Golly, And Roll, 
etc). However, if the caller took a deep 
breath and let loose with "Аз Couples, 
Slip, Slide, Swing, Mix, Switch, And Roll 
Twice," I would dance the whole mess As 
Couples. (The part of the call that 
bothers me most is the Twice. Does he 


want the whole thing twice or just the 
Roll? I assume the Holl.) 

Sometimes the caller wants to have 
the concept apply only to the call and 
have the suffix be danced normally. 
This is often delivered 'As Couples 
Recycle, Individually Roll," or "Phantom 
Tandem, Shakedown, Normal With the 
Flow." This lets him get the words out 
without having to interrupt the dance 
action with a pause. 

There is one suffix which deserves 
special mention — Roll. In the old days 
(1975) I was taught that, no matter 
what the concept and call are, the Roll 
is always done individually. This would 
make Roll an exception to what I said 
above. I believe that in today's 
choreography, Roll is treated the same 
as any other suffix. This means that 
the Roll is done with the concept. 
When the caller wants the Roll to be 
done individually, he will say so. 

Call to ponder: From right-hand 
waves, Swing the Fractions, Interrupt 
after 1/2 with a 6x2 Acey Deucey. 
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Men that cannot entertain themselves want somebody, 


"though they care for nobody.

Work is more stressful for most 
people than it used to be. Many older 
workers become victims of late career 
burnout. The encouraging side is that 
work may put more pressure on us 
today, but we also know more about 
how to identify anxiety and how to 
alleviate it. 

What makes work more stressful 
today? Blame it on mergers and buy- 
outs, technologies that speed the pace 
and cause information overload, or the 
brutally competitive economy that 
forces us to take on heavier work 
loads. It's not usually the work itself 
that is stressful, but what you make of 
it and how you perceive it. 

The first step to handling stress is 
to acknowledge that you are 
experiencing stress. Then you can 
develop your own stress-busters. 

Look for an activity that makes you 
feel good, such as square dancing. The 
most powerful stress-buster is to do 
something you enjoy that benefits you 
and others. Square dancing also adds 
the exercise element that is good in re- 





lieving stress, Square dancing is a pro- 
gram that is comfortable and affordable. 

Burn-out is becoming а major social 
problem in the workplace and in 
marriage. Consider square dancing as 
astress management program. It offers 
variety, fun and a change of pace that 
leaves one refreshed. 

As great as the nctivity is in relieving 
everyday stress, we occasionally come 
across activity leaders who experience 
burn-out. Because of their dedication to 
the activity, they take on leadership roles 
that are extremely demanding. 

To our dance leaders, we would urge 
that you set realistic goals and priorities 
and organize your time. Learn to say no 
when asked to do something that is 
stressful to you. Recognize that some 
stress is stil] unavoidable. Use your time 
and talent effectively; don't waste energy 
in a frustrating attempt to conquer what 
you cannot control. Do learn to pace 
yourself and allow yourself some time out 
to enjoy the other personal interest and 
just pause to smell the roses.

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This month I will report on my 
annual survey of square dancing in New 
England. As you may remember, I have 
been collecting information on the 
actual number of people dancing at 
weekend dances in November. ‘This 
was the sixth year of what started out 
to be a five-year project. The CO-OP 
Committee has asked me to continue 
the survey (they pay for the mailing 
costs) as long as I am willing. My 
computer does have limited capacity, so 
I am running а rolling five-year study. 
This year I have added 1991 data and 
dropped 1986. 

І am pleased to report that the posi- 
tive attitude that 1 have reflected in 
previous annual reports has been given 
added strength this year. The average 
attendance is up nearly everywhere, and 
in 1991 is at the highest level ever, I 
have a total of 101 dances for which I 
have 5 years of data. Seventy-six clubs 
are represented. The actual average at- 
tendances for these dances for each of the 
last 5 years are 82, 87, 81, 80, 87. Clear- 
ly this data does not indicate a dying 
activity. The years 1988 and 1991, with 
an average of 87 people, are the peaks. 

Every time I present this information, 
someone always says, "If things are so 
good, how come so many clubs are going 
out of business?" I don’t know the 
answer if the assumption in the question 
is correct. It is true that I hear of clubs 
that are no longer operating, but not 
many. I do also hear of new clubs 
forming. Yes, the attendance at the New 
England Square and Round Dance 
Convention is not what it was 20 years 
ago, but there are many more weekends 
for people to go to, also. Classes are 
smaller than they once were, but 1 
believe there are many more of them, 

During the 1960s there was a great 


deal of splintering of clubs. In the 
Manchester/Concord area of New Hamp- 
shire there was only one club as we 
entered the 1960s and 40-couple classes 
were common — two each year. Now, in 
that same area, there are at least 5 
clubs that I know of and I believe they 
each run а class. If each had 8 couples, 
they would be teaching the same 
number of people that we had in the 
hey-day of square dance growth, 

For the past three years, I have been 
collecting data on classes, also. I don't 
have enough information to compare 
actual year-to-year class size. What I 
can say is that at least 57 of the 76 
clubs in my survey for 1991 are running 
classes and they have a total of nearly 
1,000 students enrolled. Average class 
size seems to be about 16 people (two 
squares).  'This student population 
represents about 2596 of the total 
attendance at the Convention this year. 
]t is also more than half of the total 
number of people dancing in those clubs 
on a Lypical November Saturday. This, 
too, does not seem to indicate an 
activity that is in deep trouble. 

I don’t know all the reasons why 
people keep saying that square dancing 
is in trouble and our dancing population 
is shrinking. What I do know is that 
average attendance at November dances 
in New England is as high this year as 
in any of the past 5 years, I also 
believe that this information is the only 
real data about actual attendance at 
dances that exists anywhere. I’m temp- 
ted to go with the numbers and say that 
square dancing is alive and well. I 
know that the folks who are doing it are 
having a wonderful time. Perhaps we 
should live by that time-honored slogan: 
"If it ain't broke, don't fix it."

While reading a back issue of The 
Double Toe Times recently, 1 came 
across an article by Jeff Driggs. He is 
a multi-talented, nationally known 
instructor whose sense of humor and 
lighthearted personality make his 
clogging instruction shine. 

The "Comments from the Dark Side" 
title to the article seemed out of 
character and enticed me 1o read 
further, He touched on many issues, 
including BMI/ASCAP discussions, 
fairness of competition judging, and the 
ability to freestyle becoming a thing of 
the past. His points were made to be a 
springboard to constructive dialog to 
improve the condition of clogging. 

His reflections on people in posi- 
tions of authority being driven by the 
need to be in charge struck me as an 
affliction common to all organizations. 

Those people in the forefront of 
New England clogging have a respon- 
sibility to use their positions wisely for 
the good of all involved. This may 
mean more communication and 
recognition of the talents that are 
untapped within the clogging 
community. Granted, some people are 
more outgoing or have circumstances 
that allow a fuller involvement.

& voice and the opportunity to help 
create success. 

А second point brought out by Jeff 
was that — nnd I quote — "When you 
stop to think about all the politics, 
gossip and power-brokering that go on 
in the clogging world, it sure does take 
the fun out of it — doesn't it? In my 
opinion, he's right. It's a hobby (unless 
you're an instructor making a living 
from it, and few, if any, in New 
England are). It should be enjoyed as 
one. If you want to consider what 
really matters, turn to family issues, 
the environment or the homeless. 
Clogging gossip should take a back seat 
to these topics every time. 

So, how do we remain upbeat and 
lighthearted in the face of these heavy 
concerns? We could follow the 
example of instructors such as Jess 
Driggs and make learning (and dancing) 
fun. From personal experience, I found 
he uses humor which is often self- 
directed, patience, and genuine praise 
for all his students. 

Sandi Rantala and I had the 
opportunity to enjoy one of his seminars 
at the Nationals.

Two weeks ago my video entitled 
"Line Dance for Seniors" appeared in the 
music shops and mail order houses. 
Video Vacation of New York produced the 
video, copyrighted it, packaged it and 
distributed it. Just today, another line 
dance video reached my desk. Clenrly, it 
was based on Country Western dancing. 
If you refer to your file of back copies of 
our Northeast Square Dancer, you will 
find in my column several references to 
Country Western Lines. 

It is this writer's belief that if you 
cannot praise another person or his 
product, you should keep your opinions to 
yourself. But I find it incumbent upon 
myself to draw the very definite 
differences between Country Western 
lines and the Eastern lines. At one time 
it was mostly geographic — but this is no

Allow me to quickly point out the 
differences between the two videos. 
First, I must applaud the instructor of 
the Country Western video.

My parents never allowed me to 
wear а cap, hat or similar head covering 
in а building. Yet all the Country 
Western men wore hats in the dance 
hall as well as high cowboy boots. I 
don't think they had spurs on! 

All of the Country Western dancers 
were under 50 years of age. In my video, 
everyone was older than 50. "Three of

ҮП tell you this month about some of 
the many helpful tools that нге 
available to make your sewing easier. 
We all know that we need sharp 
scissors. I put а piece of red tape on my 
scissors warning the kids that these are 
MINE. I also suggest to you to get a 
pair of good pinking shears and mark 
these also as they are expensive to have 
them sharpened. 

You do not need a fancy sewing 
machine. Most machines now have 
zigzag, stretch, and built-in buttonhole 
and most have a free arm. My sewing 
machine is 16 years old. А husband 
will sometimes go out and buy his wife 
a machine that has all these gadgets 
and cams, and then she looks at it and 
is overwhelmed. 'The sewing machine 
ends up sitting there because she is 
afraid she'll break something. So buy a 
simple but good machine and keep it 
oiled and free from dust, and you 
should enjoy many years of creating 
beautiful garments. 


The other machine that I love is the 
overlock. Mine is called а baby lock. 
The time it saves and the results you 
get are worth every penny. What you 
save on buying a basic sewing machine, 
spend on an overlock machine. They 
come as a three-thread machine which 
does an over-the-edge stitch and cuts 
the excess material off. The four-thread 
machine sews a mock safety stitch 
along with the over-the-edge stitch and 
cuts the excess off. You still have to 
sew a straight stitch on your regular 
machine; this sets the seam. 

You need PINS. I always buy the 
ballpoint type, as they slide over and 
under the fabric threads and you will 
not get a snag in your fabric. 

TAPE MEASURE: I have several 
and 1 always keep one in my purse. 

SEWING GAUGE: There are so 
many uses for this (seam allowances, to 
measure button holes). 

Some people use a TRACING WHEEL

chusetts—Joe King, Earl & Mary Boyce 
and Stan & Donna Hart — discussed the 
EDSARDA proposal on their way home 
from the meeting that evening. They 
decided to pursue the idea; they 
contacted as many clubs on the North 
Shore as they could and asked them to 
send representatives to an organiza- 
tional meeting on January 30, 1967. At 
this meeting, EDSARDA's Don Scott 
outlined his plan, which was readily 
accepted by those present. He presented 
the group with $100 from the EDSARDA 
treasury to help cover the start-up 
expenses of the new association. 

At a series of meetings in February 
and March, by-laws were generated 
and a slate of officers was proposed. On 
April 23, 1967 the by-laws were 
adopted, the slate of officers was 
elected, and thus the North Shore 
Square and Round Dance Association 
(NSSARDA) was formally organized.

STITCH 'N' TIME From page 21 
to mark their pattern darts end other 
marks to be transferred to the material. 
I use a TAILOR'S CHALK, which makes 
a mark that is washed or ironed off, and 
а SIMFLEX MARKER, which is used for 
accurate spacing of buttonholes, buttons 
and pearl snaps, 

A BODKIN is one of my most used 
tools. It has special teeth that grab 
elastic, ribbons, and drawstrings to draw 
them through the casings. 

The SEAM RIPPER, next. to scissors, 
is your most important tool. It breaks 
the stitch and takes it out if a mistake is 
made; it also cuts buttonholes open. 
Most come round and will often roll off 
your table. To prevent this I burn one 
side just slightly. When ripping out a 
long seam, I start with a seam ripper 
to get it going then, being very careful, I 
use a razor blade. They now have them 
in a plastic holder that, as the blade 
grows dull, you just snap it off. I get 
them in a hardware store, There are 
three sizes; the smaller one is the one 





I use. 

There are two types of POINT TURN- 
ERS. I prefer the one that also creases 
seams open. The point turner is the 
only thing you should use to turn your 
collars out. 

Finally, the MAGNETIC PIN 
TRAPPER is a wonderful improvement 
to the pin cushion.

most of the dancers gradunting 
nowadays do indeed graduate knowing 
many, if not all, of the Plus calls. Let 
me say that although they have been 
exposed to them, for the most part, they 
don't know them yet. They can dance 
the majority of them just well enough to 
pay their dues and join the club. 

Some of you reading this are start- 
ing to feel your blood pressure rise, but 
before you "blow your top," please keep 
in mind that the situation mentioned 
above is the reality in which all of us, 
whether directly or indirectly, have 
placed ourselves. We have created this 
"wonderful world of square dancing." 

That is not to say that some good 
cannot come of this type of reality. One 
way to look at it (if you choose to look 
at it from this angle) is that the newer 
dancers learn the Plus calls at a faster 
pace, which in turn speeds up the rate 
in which they get "bored" at Plus 
dances, thus allowing them the luxury 
of joining the A-1 classes, and so forth. 

But let me assure you, they are no 
more ready for А-1 than they are at the 
Plus level. Their weaknesses show up 
and they usually get frustrated and 
drop out. In all seriousness, folks, 
rushing dancers through the Main- 
stream list (as if it were just a means to 
an end) is perhaps one of the most 
deadly means of destruction to the 
activity that we could use. 

I have often heard of callers who 
actually brag about how their dancers 
сап "dance the Plus list with no 
problem." Oh, no? Well, it may be no 
problem to them, but have the next 
ealler come up and call "Pass to the 
Center, Fan the Top, Scoot Back from 
Parallel Waves, Split Circulate" and 
see just how much these so-called 
"Plus dancers" are in fact "no 
problem." Clubs, likewise, often boast 
about how they are n Plus club and 
proud of il. Yet, many of their dancers 


cannot do some of the Mainstream calls 
listed above. 

We are all victims of this terrible 
situation that we have all created. 
Only by humbling ourselves, realizing 
that we need to improve in certain 
areas, will we begin to rectify the 
problem. Is it all the callers’ fault? No! 
Is it all the dancers’ fault? No! It 
doesn’t really matter whose fault it is. 
Standing around arguing about it is not 
going to resolve the situation. 

In order for us to begin to "chip 
away at the problem,” we need to 
understand the difference between 
"Motivation and Manipulation.” 
Motivation is getting people to do 
something out of mutual advantage. 
Manipulation is getting people to do 
what you want them to do, primarily for 
your advantage. 

When we can allow the newer 
dancers the time and opportunity to 
dance the Mainstream calls before 
moving on, then we will have motivated 
them to the point that they will see 
many of the benefits that this great 
activity has to offer. Only then will all 
of us have the mutual advantage; i.e., 
fewer drop-outs, larger attendance at 
dances, motivated people to recruit, 
happy dancers, and so on. If, on the 
other hand, we try to consciously or 
subconsciously manipulate the dancers 
for whatever purpose, then we are doing 
an injustice to the activity as a whole. 

By rushing the dancers through the 
lists, we are only kidding ourselves. 
Nobody wins in this situation. Please 
keep in mind that this is only one small 
aspect of the situation. Poor teaching 
habits by many callers is a totally 
different subject and that, my friends, is 
another story. Please remember the 
difference between a Big Shot and a 
Little Shot. A Big Shot is simply a 
Little Shot that just kept shooting. We 
are all shooting, but are we aiming at 
the same target?

Musings On Dance

As the modern square and round dance world has become more aware of country-western 
dancing, a number of parallels in the development of history of each have become apparent. 
From my conversations with folks who danced and/or called in the early days of our activity 
("405 and '50s), I believe that there is much about present-day country-western dancing that 


echoes our early dancing. 


I find the article reprinted here from Dance Action (Oct. 1990) interesting because it clearly 
shows the tree of dance branching out as the country-western writer quotes Lloyd Shaw and 
other sources that we take as ours. In fact, one branch of country-western dancing is called 
“round dancing,” and if they use the same sources as we do for our round dancing, it is totally 
logical. It is also interesting how the article ends... seems similar there, too!

THE EVOLUTION OF 
COUNTRY WESTERN DANCE 
By Kelly Gellette 

Out came the fiddles and the settlers 
of the Southwest were ready for 
dancing. The Waltz and the Two Step 
became popular in the States after the 
Civil War. According to Lloyd Shaw, 
the first Two Step was a shuffle type 
dance with six changes of weight to four 
beats of music—sort of a polka without

the hops. Over the years the Three 
Step became popular in Texas. It is a 
shuffle step and a step. Some Texans 
and others call it a Two Step. 

During the 1960s and "70s, people 
began to dance in the local bars and 
honky-tonks. They didn't dance the 
traditional Two Step, but a ballroom 
version of the Fox ‘Trot, Waltz and 
European Polka. Those who did dance

JUST ASKING 
Dear Readers: 

] am going to ask you some trick 
questions. They were designed to be 
misleading, so consider yourself warned. 

Have you ever purchased a bed? A 
new outfit? An automobile? An insur- 
ance policy? A copier for your office? A 
training program ог а book? I am sure 
many of you have answered yes to 
practically all of these questions. Let 
me assure you that you did not pur- 
chase these items. What you did buy 
was n good night's sleep, the way you 
look and feel in à particular outfit, 
transportation, protection for your family, 
increased communication for your office, 
added productivity and more information. 

You see, we don't buy products, we 
buy products of the products, and these 
are called benefits or needs. In short, 
we don’t buy what the product is, we 
buy what the product does, for us! 

Everyone listens to the same radio 
station, WIIFM, which stands for "What's 
in it for me" Square dancing is no 
different from any of the products men- 
tioned above. When we "buy" square 
dancing, we are not buying a list of 
calls and a schedule of dances and a 
badge with a name on it. We are 
buying exercises, directions in which to 
complete the commands, information for 
places to go for fun and friendship, a 
specific name which relates to 
friendliness and partnership. 

You see, when you dance, you are 
doing it with a purpose in mind. You 
are looking for the benefits of the 
activity. After all, if you are going to 
spend your time dancing, you should 
enjoy the benefits of the product. 

But really, do we enjoy the benefits 
as much as we should? When you 
attend a dance, a workshop, a class, a 


weekend or even a festival, do we 
maximize the potential that the benefits 
of the product produce? In plain 
English, do you get out of square 
dancing what you put into it? 

Think about it for a minute. Was 
there ever a time that you went to a 
square dancing event and became 
upset? Was there ever a time that the 
"product" that you thought you were 
buying did not turn out to be all it was 
cracked up to be? Have you ever had 
anyone walk out of a square in disgust? 
Has there ever been a time that four 
couples stayed together for an entire 
evening, shutting out the friendship of 
others? Has your club ever maintained 
their level of dancing after graduation 
despite the fact that you haven't 
learned all of the calls yet? 

Has the caller ever seemed to be 
purposely wanting to break you down? 
Have you ever danced with a dancer who 
is so bored that it looks as if he/she could 
fall asleep on the dance floor? Have you 
ever complained to the caller and had 
your complaint fall on deaf ears? Have 
you ever seen dancers tell the caller that. 
the "music is too loud," despite the fact 
that that particular square seemed as if 
they belonged at a lower level? 

How about nt club meetings, have you 
ever seen dancers act as if the meeting 
was being held at the United Nations? 
Do people take themselves so seriously 
that they lose the general purpose in 
which all of us joined this great activity 
in the first place? Each year, 
CALLERLAB has an annual convention. 
It is a business convention; no dancing 
takes place. It is funny to see grown 
men and women running around arguing 
about trivial things that really are not 
going to make a difference, Everyone 
takes everything so seriously at times 
that we tend to lose perspective with the 
main goals of square dancing. 

Remember way back in beginners 
class, when you were told that square 
dancing is a "fun, easy-to-learn activity." 
"All you need to know is your right from 
your left." Well, you tell me, is it still 
easy, fun, simple? Don't веі me wrong, 
this activity IS fun, it CAN be simple,

You will find this to be à nice variety for your program, if you handle it properly, Tell 
the dancers what to expect, show them how to dance it, then enjoy being part of their 
suecess. One bit of advice: When calling Figure #8, Pre-Cue the (THEN GO NUMBERS) 
before the dancers have completed the previous number of hands, for non-stop fun for the 
dancers. I have always found that the dancers renlly enjoy this figure. Just don't overdo 
it. Possibly a review teach and walk-thru may be necessary to insure dancer success with 
these figures, Many dancers do not realize that they are in a "Trade By" position after doing 
an Eight Chain Thru (1-3-5-7). When this is realized by the dancers, this material can be 
enjoyable as well as a nice change from the norm.

TIPS FOR 


NEW DANCERS 
By Ed Foote 


The information given 

here, while sometimes 
mentioned in beginners 
class, is usually forgotten or ignored by 
new dancers. Yet this information is 
often the difference between succeeding 
or breaking down on a call. You will be 
a better dancer if you follow these tips. 
SPECIFIC CALLS: 
1) Allemande Thar. The center four 
dancers should hold the wrists of the 
person ahead — this will keep the set 
together. Do not just put your hand 
into the center of the set and hold it 
upright — new dancers sometimes do 
this, Also, the dancers on the inside 
should move very slowly so the outsides 
don't have to run to keep up. 
2) Cross Trail Thru, when called from 
facing lines. Many new dancers slow 
down and hold back when doing n Cross 
Trail Thru. Instead you should be very 
bold on this call, even more than you 
think you should be. 

It often happens that a square may 
be close to breaking down when a Cross 
Trail Thru to a Left Allemande is 
called. A bold, distinct Cross Trail Thru 
will get the set going well again, where- 
as a timid, weak Cross Trail Thru will 
usually cause the square to break down. 

Also, after doing the Pass Thru part 
of the call, dancers must cross left 
shoulders with each other. 'lhis is the 
definition. Unfortunately, many dancers 
try to pass right shoulders on the cros- 
sing action, and this will often cause 
the set to become shaky or break down. 
3) Grand Square. Use four counts for 
each four steps of the Grand Square. 
Don't rush the call. If you see dancers 
swinging their partner halfway through 
or at the end of the call, this means they 
have not danced the call correctly—they

Then they have to make 
up the lost timing by doing а Swing. 
If Grand Square is done correctly, 
there is no time to Swing in the 
middle or at the end. 
4) Right and t Grand. New dan- 
cers tend to hold on too long to each 
person when pulling by. This is 
annoying to other dancers and makes 
for jerky execution of the call А 
quick, snappy pull-by is the correct 
method. 
5) Star Thru. Girls, do not raise your 
left hand up too high; bring it straight 
out from the side of your head. Also, 
offer some resistance with your arm — 
stiffen it a little. These things will 
enable you to do a much smoother and 
more precise Star Thru, 
6) Turn Thru. After the turn half, 
make a good distinct pull by using a 
full step. There is a tendency to want 
to retain your hold with the person you 
have turned, as though this person were 
в security blanket; without a good, firm 
pull-by there is a good chance the 
square will break down on the next call 
because it will be difficult for dancers to 
see their position. 
7) Wheel Around. This will almost 
always be called during a Promenade, 
where the caller will say "heads (or 
sides) Wheel Around." New dancers 
often break down here because they 
forget whether they are heads or 
sides, and by the time they remember, 
it is too late. Solution; Any time the 
caller says, “Promenade, don’t slow 
down," it is almost guaranteed that his 
next command will be for someone to 
Wheel Around. Therefore, when you 
hear "Promenade, don't slow down," 
start saying to yourself what you are 
("I am a head" or "I am a side"). Now 
you will be able to renct quickly if you 
are the couple told to Wheel Around.

A NOTE TO OUTGOING OFFICERS 
Remember how you struggled over the proper procedure for submitting ads and news to 
The Northeast Square Dancer Magazine? Make it EASY for YOUR SUCCESSOR. Pass 
on any information, ad forms or notes that will make it easier for the next in line. 
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I sene just Hoished an interesting 
week teaching high school students to 
square dance. For the last couple of 
years Paul Cote has been doing this 
task, and this year his work schedule 
made it impossible. | thank him (1 
think) for recommending me. The 
schedule is demanding —seven periods 
each day for a week — and the pay is 
barely above minimum wage. ‘The 
primary reward, of course, is to see the 
students enjoy square dancing, which 
they certainly did. 

In the seven periods I had a total of 
about 250 freshmen and sophomores at 
the Timberlane Regional High School in 
Plaistow, New Hampshire. Ms. Pat 
Caton, who was my contact at the 
school, made all the arrangements and, 
with the other physical education 
teachers, stood by to bail me out if the 
students turned on me. 

You have to understand that I have 
never had children and have worked 
with them in square dancing on rare 
occasions only and not at all in the last 
decade, at least. One of the reasons I 
accepted this challenge was to see if I 
could survive in that environment. I 
have this intellectual belief that square 
dancing really is fun for all ages, but I 
personally have seldom tested that 
belief. My caller friends who work with 
teen clubs assured me that they love it 
but they all (or nt least mostly) are 
there voluntarily, In this setting they 
had little choice, and I suspected that 
might make a difference. 

Тһеге were, of course, a few who 
resisted; and by refusing to do things 
correctly, they spoiled the fun for their 
squares some days. Most, however, 
entered in with enthusiasm and seemed 


to be e— a peces time with square 


dancing. They learned like greased 
lightning. I had a total of about 3 1/2 
hours of teaching time —a little less 
than two normal square dance class 
nights — and in that time I taught 
them 14 calls, These included Ladies 
Chain, Grand Right and Left Thru, all 
versions of Stars, Star Thru and 
Grand Square. By the end of the 
week those who wanted to could do 
any variation of these calls without 
hesitation and they bad learned a 
couple of line dances as well. This is 
about three times the pace at which 
we normally teach adult beginners. | 
was particularly interested that three 
of the students asked if they could try 
calling —and they did it quite well. 

It. turned out that I didn't need the 
protection of the teachers. Many of the 
students told me they enjoyed it, and 
their teachers in other subjects reported 
that they were talking about it with 
enthusiasm. It seems clear that square 
dancing has the potential to be an 
excellent recreation for teens, (This is 
no surprise to the many teen dancers 
already actively involved.) It's unfor- 
tunate that the resources (both 
available callers and money to pay 
them) are not available to provide 
square dancing for teens in school more 
widely. It would be wonderful to be 
able to offer an after-school program on 
a regular basis and/or parent/student 
dances in early evenings. I would guess 
that an early-in-the-year learning of 
square dancing could recruit some 
students who would like to continue 
with the activity in some way.

WESTERN LEATHER COLLAR YOKE 


I have made several of these 
yokes, and they really dress up a 
plain blouse or a turtle neck. I 
have used suede, leather and 
chamois. I use a basic western 
shirt yoke pattern. You use the 
back yoke pattern for the front of 
the yoke and the front yoke 
pattern for the back, 

There are two ways to join the 
shoulder seams. You can punch holes 
in shoulder seam front and back, 
making sure you align holes the same 
on both pieces. You can purchase lacing 
or cut a thin strip from your leather 
and use that to lace the shoulder seams. 
You will need 1 1/2 yards of lacing. 
Align the holes, front over back; use a 
running stitch starting from the 
underside shoulder seam. I like to 
make a knot at, the beginning and end 
because I have found that when 
replacing the ends, it does come loose. 


Back 








The other way to jom the shoulder 
seams is to stitch by machine, using a 
size #18 needle and a long straight 
stitch, With a rubber hammer, gently 
pound the seam open then glue the 
seam with a leather adhesive, When 
using leather or suede, there is no need 
to finish any edges. 

The leather yoke can now be tried on. 
It should extend 1/2" to 1" over the arm- 
hole of your blouse. If it extends more, 
just, trim away with straight scissors. 

FRINGE: Decide if you want a 3" or 
6" fringe. On the wrong side of yoke 
mark with chalk 3" or 6" from the bottom 
center point and continue both sides, 
back and front, Using sharp scissors, cut 
fringe strips approximately 1/4" wide. I 
prefer to use a razor blade and a metal 
ruler to guide me as I cut my fringe. 

Punch a hole on each side of center 
back near the top; you will use the 
remaining lacing for closer.

DECORATING YOUR YOKE: 
Fringe: 1 string colored crow beads on 
fringe; string 3 or 4 beads on a strand 
of fringe, skip a few fringes, then string 
more beads. 

The Yoke: You can use jewel or metal 
spots and slotted conchos. Place your 
decorations on your yoke front, then 
carefully make a small slit with a razor 
blade where you want to place the spot. 
Insert the prongs through and press 
toward the center. To do a slotted 
concho, place concho on yoke and mark 
the slotted area, Cut carefully with 
razor blade. Insert lacing folded in half, 
two single edges through the bottom 
slot; bring the two single lacings up 
through the top slot and draw through 
the loop of the bottom lacing, pulling 
tight. String crow beads on the two 
lacings. 1 put a dab of glue on the last 
crow bead so it won't slip off. 


You can purchase scraps of leather 
at Tandy Leather Stores, and most 
fabric and craft stores carry the beads 
and conchos. To buy the yoke, it would 
cost $25.00 to $50.00; you can make it 
for under $10.00, 

I love to do crafts, but I don't always 
find the time to do them. This summer 
I plan to do a lot, and ] am asking you 
to send me a craft that you enjoy doing 
and would like to share with other 
readers.

which MIGHT meke it easy. 

Ask yourself, where are we going 
with the activity? Major emphasis is 
placed each year on recruiting new 
dancers. This should continue to be a 
major objective, but perhaps we need to 
look at the existing program and what 
we can do about solidifying its 
structure. Do callers "give too much too 
soon" to the dancers? There is à saying 
that goes like this: "Teach people how to 
fish, don't give them fish." 

Perhaps we are reflecting society 
when all it seems we want to do is rush 
on to the next level. How many dancers 
have you seen out on the dance floor 
that really do not belong in that 
particular level? How can they dance B 
when they haven't learned A? Who is 
to blame? All of us and none of us, АП 
of us are to blame for those couples that 
try and fail because they either were 
pushed to the next level or pushed 
themselves. We are all grown-ups in 
this activity; nobody can tell us where 
to dance or whom to dance to. We 
make our own decisions, 

"Give a man a fish, feed him for a 
day; teach him how to fish, feed him for 
a lifetime," Perhaps we need to 
restructure our thinking towards the 
progress of the activity. Perhaps we 
need to cement the fundamentals into 
our minds, which would enhance our 
chances for success in the future. Can 
you name any dancers that you know of 
who have left the activity because they 
did not like what they had seen? Were 
they "forced" out because time would 
not allow them to keep up with the 
ever-moving Lrain? 

Have you heard the story about the 
tractor-trailer that was stuck under the 
bridge, and engineers and professionals

were called to the scene to try to figure 
out а way to remove the vehicle? For 
hours they were there, trying to decide 
on the best way. Suddenly, a ten-year- 
old boy walked by and suggested that 
they let the air out of the tires, which 
would lower the truck. You see, things 
aren't as complicated as they seem if 
only we give ourselves the time to think 
things out. 

We need to progress at a comfortable 
pace, Have any of you ever gone to Sea 
World in San Diego? If you have, then 
you have enjoyed the wonderful 
performance of Shamu, the whale. Just 
how does Shamu jump 15 feet out of the 
water over the rope? Did she do it on 
the first try? The second try? I don't 
think so. She learned nt a slow, 
comfortable pace. People around her 
had patience. And, they praised her 
progress by rewarding her with fish 
every time she jumped over the rope. 

How did she start? Most likely by 
having the rope under the water first. 
And each time she jumped over the 
rope, the distance became higher. She 
continued to progress until she could 
jump 15-20 feet out of the water to 
everyone's enjoyment. 

Wouldn't. it be great if dancers could 
progress at a comfortable pace, allowing 
themselves the time to learn the basics 
and enjoy themselves. Wouldn't it be 
nice if callers would take the time to 
really learn their profession in order to 
deliver a product that everyone wants 
in this activity. Wouldn't it be nice if 
we could all work together, put aside 
our egos, and "buy" the product we are 
all looking for? 

So, the next time you walk 
through the door of a square dance 
event, ask yourself, "What benefits am 
I buying tonight?"

PLAUDITS, PLAQUES ’N’ POSTERS: 
Grand Parade Salutes by the Rainbow Strollers 


There is a pot of gold nt the end of 
the rainbow for callers and cuers — and 
dancers, too, thanks to the Rainbow 
Strollers Western Club-Level Square and 
Round Dancers of Reading, Pennsylvania. 

The Strollers have been honoring 
dancers throughout the Hast since 
1976, the same year the club was 
founded by Sam & Dolores Procopio, 
then square and round dancers them- 
selves (now the only caller-cuer tenm 
in Berks County) The club honors 
dancers who contribute a positive 
image. In May, the 17th Annual Club 
Directors’ Grand Square Award event 
took place at the Berks Vo-Tech West 
Center, near the Reading Airport. 

It was in 1978 that the directors 
began honoring callers and round dance 
leaders, too. The 15th Callers’ Recogni- 


tion Night was held this past March for 
callers Hugh Jones of Honesdale R.D.2, 
Glenn Stuck of Selinsgrove R.D.1, and 
Joe Swartz of Vienna, Virginia, with a 
special surprise tribute to Dolores 
Procopio. Sam was given a special 
surprise tribute two years ago by the 
Rainbow Strollers and Paul Andrews of 
Willow Street, Pennsylvania, featured 
caller for the event for many years and 
among the first four honored in 1978. 
Each year there seems to be a spec- 
ial surprise; for example, a bus load of 
dancers entered the hall carrying large 
"Chick" signs for a tribute to Chick

Dr. Lloyd Shaw was an educator 
with the instincts of я showman and the 
zeal of а missionary. His crusading 
spirit was born of the conviction that 
the square dance fosters the spread of 
the democratic process. 

For 32 years, Colorado-born Shaw 
was superintendent of the Cheyenne 
Mountain School of Colorado Springs, 
Colorado. His personality апа 
enthusiasm abounded in everything he 
did. Born in Denver, Lloyd Shaw 
received his A.B. from Colorado College 
in 1913. Не traveled widely in the 
United States and Europe, where he 
studied folk ways, crafts and dances. 
So soundly did he build his philosophy 
into the life of the school that Colorado 
College and the University of Colorado 
recognized his unusual accomplish- 
ments by conferring upon him the 
honorary degrees of Doctor of Laws and 
Doctor of Education, 

Dr. Lloyd Shaw's students will tell 
you that they were the only school in 
the '30s with their own glider which the 
kids actually flew, their own student 
rodeo, and a Model-T club. With Shaw 
аз principal they also learned 
mountaineering, horsemanship, Indian 
culture and skiing, financing it all by 
producing plays written and directed by

Shaw. From this the students learned 
to take chances, explore life and learn 
many different things. 

Dr. Shaw became the top cowboy- 
dance authority, Looking for a more 
cooperative sport after a football 
championship changed the fiber of his 
school, he found that folk dancing was 
something which the boys and girls 
could participate in and enjoy, They 
learned peasant dances of Europe, 
Mexican dances and New England 
dances, but it was his pioneering work 
in the re-discovering of the almost 
forgotten dances of the western frontier 
that. brought nation-wide fame to him 
and the school. 

On their first national tour in 1939, 
the Cheyenne Mountain Dancers 
wowed audiences all across the 
country, The cowboy-dances quickly 
became the audience favorite, and 
western square dance clubs formed 
like magic in the wake of perform- 
ances. They became a symbol of 
American spirit and gave people a 
sense of pride in their folk culture. 

А clue for Shaw's magic can be found 
in his articles and books. His joyous 
enthusiasm and spirit live on in the 
activity today.

Dear Readers: 

Do you know what irks me no 
end? Its dancers who arrive late at 
a dance and then have the gall to 
leave early. Or how about the ones 
who dance up until "feeding time" and 
then leave right after! Who do they 
think they are? 

You know what else "burns me up"? 
It's the bored look on some dancers’ 
faces when they are out on the floor 
dancing, You know that look; it's 
saying, "Is this all you can give me for 
some excitement? I could have stayed 
home and stared at my couch for three 
hours and had more excitement." 
Doesn't that just bother you? I mean, 
why dance at all if you're going to have 
that kind of snotty attitude! Why don't 
they just stay home! 

Or how about that "serious" look 
that Advanced and Challenge dancers 
have on their faces when they dance. 
Let's face it, with their looks of "stone" 
they cannot possibly be having any fun. 
Why don't they smile once in a while? 
Is it because "this is high level, and we 
must show we mean business!"? Who 
do they think they are! And you know 
that high level dancers are mostly snobs 
anyway. They think they're so cool, 
You just know when they are dancing, 
their insides are yelling, "Hey! Look at 
me, I'm cool, I can dance high level!" 

You know what else bothers me? 
It's callers who think they can call 
better than they actually can. I mean, 
do you ever see them at the conven- 
tions? They have their small follow- 
ing of "groupies" that square up in 
front of them. And when the MC 
announces the caller's name, the 
groupies all clap and shout as if they 
were at a rock concert. The caller 
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stands up there, smiling, acting real cool. 
You just know what he is saying inside: 
"Hey, look at me, people, I'm cool. Look 
at what a great following I have." 

Or how about the caller who loves to 
brag that his/her class can "do all of the 
movements in any position." They love 
to listen to themselves brag about how 
great their dancers are, but what they 
are really bragging about is their own 
teaching ability. You know they are 
thinking, "They got that good because of 
my teaching. They would be worse off 
with anyone else." 

That's right, they're such great 
teachers that when another caller calls 
to "the great one's dancers," he/she has 
а hard time because the teaching, after 
all, is not so great! Of course, who 
looks like the bad guy? Certainly not 
"the great one." His dancers go back to 
him and complain that they couldn't do 
anything. And he tells them, "You see, 
you don't realize how good you have it 
with me until you try another caller." 

Don't you just love all of these 
weekends that are now being offered? 
I mean, everyone and his mother is 
doing a weekend. And most callers are 
not doing just one, they are doing two, 
three or even more. Look around. On 
some weekends there are more "week- 
ends" to choose from than there are 
dances. But don't ask for any sympathy 
from the dancers, because the ones that 
complain that their Saturday night 
dance is ruined by a certain weekend 
are the same ones altending another 
weekend down the road, which is ruin- 
ing some other Saturday night dance. 

And as far as New Englanders are 
concerned, have you ever heard of so 
many excuses for not attending a 
dance? Let's take a look at the 
weather: it's too hot, it's too cold, it's 
raining, it's snowing, it looks like rain, 
it looks like snow, it's too windy, the 
forecast calls for 1-2 inches of snow, it's 
too nice a day to dance, it's foggy out. 

Or how about all of the holidays or 
"times of the year' we have to con- 
tend with: it's graduation time, there 
are many weddings around this time, 
it's summer time, everyone is camping,

As 1 I write this, the New England 
Square and Round Dance Convention 
is a little more than a week past and 
it certainly lived up to very high 
expectations. The weather held off — 
at least it didn't pour — and the 
Convention organization was outstand- 
ing. The Convention committees are 
clearly dedicated and will work even 
harder to make next year better than 
this. One thing we would all like to see 
is victory over the jinx that says the 
second year attendance is always в 
little less than the first year in a city. 
If ever there was a Convention that 
earned your return for the second year, 
this was it. Those who missed it should 
make a special effort to get there next 
year. Make plans now to be there al 
the end of April in 1993. 

One thing that happens at 
Conventions caught my attention this 
year. A major part of the fun of 
Conventions is meeting people from 
other areas that we don't see every day. 
When we run into them we want to 
dance a tip with them, so we agree to 
meet for the next tip. If someone else 
comes to fill the spot we're saving for 
our friends, it is embarrassing to be 
told, "Sorry, we're saving that place." A 
far better solution is to be sure that at 
least one person is standing in each 
place that is being saved. We certainly 
don't suggest that squares should 
regularly be set up in advance. But 
there are times when an unusual 
opportunity to dance with folks we 
seldom see makes us want to be sure 
they have a place in our square. 

Another thing we noticed at the 
Convention is that people are still doing 
some of the gimmick things like waist 
swings instead of Do-Sa-Dos and 
twirling girls under on Grand Right and 


Left. I have two different Seite to 
these things. The first one restricts my 
ability as a caller to provide interesting 
dancing. Often people who do the waist 
swing Do-Sa-Dos end up in Ocean Waves 
by habit. This means that I can only call 
Ocean Wave actions or risk losing those 
dancers who have done the gimmick. 

I believe that dancers start these 
gimmicks out of boredom because 
callers over-use a particular call — in 
this case Do-Sa-Dos. That’s a fair 
response if the charge is fair. I don't 
over-use that call. I use it when it is 
needed to make the transition into the 
next action smoother or when some of 
the dancers need a little recovery time. 
I tell student callers that anything that 
has become a habit has to go. Perhaps 
the same thing is true for dancers. If 
you habitually do the waist swing Do- 
Sa-Dos ending in waves, you will force 
me to call a less interesting and varied 
dance for you. 

The turn under on Grand Right and 
Left is a different kind of problem. At 
Conventions, particularly, when you 
don't always know the other people 
dancing in your square, it can be 
upsetting to encounter this frantic 
twirling, It can even be dangerous. I 
have no problem with "fun" styling 
engaged in by consenting adults (or 
youths). As I watched the floors at the 
Convention, I found myself doubting 
whether all of those in the squares had 
consented. Be considerate of others. It 
is probable that this gimmick, too, grew 
out of an over-use of Grand Right and 
Left. Unless you have agreement from 
the whole square in advance, 1 urge you 
to avoid use of any gimmick that may 
cause discomfort to your fellow dancers.

Recently I gave a talk on the 
"Patterns and Puzzles in Challenge 
Square Dancing" to a group of non- 
dancers interested in the study of form 
and structure. For part of the talk I 
had everyone get up, and ] taught в 
few calls. Since my goal was not to 
teach them square dancing, I didn't 
spend any time on Allemande Left, 
Right and Left Grand, and Promenade. 
Instead, ] taught them some calls that 
would let me move them around into 
many formations, 

I started out with some one-dancer 
calls; Quarter Right, Quarter Left, and 
U Turn Back. Then some two-dancers 
calls: Quarter In, Quarter Out, Pass 
Thru, 1/2 Pass Thru, and the second 
half of Pass Thru. All of this was 
done from a squared set with their 
original partner. Now I called a short 
sequence. From a squared set, Heads 
step into the middle; Sides Quarter In; 
Everyone Quarter In. At this point, 
some of the heads turned to face each 
other. I hadn't explained well enough 
how you locate the pair necessary for 
a Quarter In. Once that was straight- 
ened out, I called another Quarter In. 
Some dancer's reaction was that they 
can't do it since they are already 
quartered in. This is like asking 
someone to face north and then to face 
north again. They think that you are 
nuts. However, in the case of Quarter 
In, they could do it à second time (and

a third, etc.). 

At this point, they had а good 
appreciation for how quickly one's 
"partner" pairing can change. If you 
don't know who your partner is, you 
can't. perform calls like Quarter In, 
Partner Tag, Parüner Trade, Single 
Wheel, Partner Hinge, Beaux Swivei, 
etc. While there aren't as many, there 
are also the two-dancer calls in which 
one dancer is in front of or behind the 
other. ‘These include Pitch, Latch On, 
Single Shakedown, Single Shake and 
Rattle, Zoom, Single Wheel to a Line, 
and Touch 1/4. The ones which start 
from facing dancers (e.g., Pass Thru) 
are the easiest. Single Shake and 
Rattle is one of the hardest because 
dancers don't know with whom they 
are working, the call turns the spots 
by 90°, and the call contains 90° and 
270° turns. 

Our activity is one of the few (only?) 
in which we teach a set of calls (rules) 
and then put them together in an order 
which isn't known beforehand, We are 
so used to square dancing's being this 
way that we hardly think about it and 
its attendant difficulties. On top of 
that, Challenge dancing adds many 
more calls, the ability to modify the way 
in which a call is done (concepts), work- 
ing with nonexistent dancers (phantoms), 
and the acceptance of hard material 
as long as the caller follows the rules,

Howard & Cynthia Metcalf 
Every once in a 
while individuals 
А come on the 
TF square dance 
scene who in a 
quiet and stead- 
fast way contrib- 
ute to the direc- 
tion and growth of 
an activity. We 
are privileged to 
have among us two such people, in the 
persons of Howard & Cynthia Metcalf. 

Howard & Cynthia's adventure into 
square dancing began with a Girl Scout 
troop. The introduction of dance there 
led to teaching sessions at the Brockton, 
Massachusetts, YMCA, where Howard 
chaired a series of successful dances. 
This included live radio broadcasts 
which led to Charlie Baldwin's directing 
of a dance program for the Brockton 
Fair — the major attraction of the fair 
for many years, 

The Metealfs were instrumental in the 
organization of the Bay State Square and 
Folk Dance Association, to accommodate 
the sponsorship of traveling callers 
supported by area dancers. 

A number of callers started publish- 
ing a newsletter announcing their 
dances. It was Howard Metcalf who 
urged its consolidation into a single 
publication, the New England Caller. 
Howard designed the logo and Cynthia 
served as its secretary, The magazine 
was a major factor in the growth of the 
square dance activity in the New 
England region, 

The Metcalfs were a catalyst from 
which the square dunce activity exploded 
upon the scene. We recognize them as 
grass roots contributors to the square 
dance activity and appropriately induct 
them into our Hall of Fame.

Jim started his , 
dancing in 1947. 
His days of calling 
started a few 
years later. He is 
recognized as an 
outstanding caller 
and teacher, hav- 
ing been involved 
in the formation of 5 
many clubs and .#, ; 
caller organizations. Countless numbers 
have attended his caller schools, clinics 
and workshops. As a leader of leaders, 
his depth of knowledge about the activity 
is impressive; and he is always available 
to those who seek his assistance. 

His organizational leadership has 
been outstanding, as he was involved in 
the founding of the Tri-State Callers 
Association and was also a founder and 
first secretary of the New England 
Council of Callers Association, where he 
served in every office, 

Jim's reputation became known 
nationally as he became я charter 
member of CALLERLAB, the interna- 
tional association of square dance callers. 
He was their first chairman in 1975 and 
served for many years on its Executive 
Committee and Board of Governors. In 
1974 Jim received the CALLERLAB 
Milestone Award, and he was inducted 
into the National Hall of Fame in 1978.

AN ASPECT OF MIND

Have you ever attended a religious 
service and during the course of a 
discourse found your mind wandering 
whither and dither until you can hardly 
remember what was expounded upon 
after leaving the service? 1 once 
attended a service wherein the minister 
inquired of his parish attendees if they 
could remember what the subject of his 
previous Sunday's sermon was about. 
No response (embarrassing even 
myself). Needless to say, I never heard 
him make this inquiry again, 

1 believe some of the difficulties I 
encountered when I first took up square 
dancing were due to my lack of concen- 
tration. I came to realize that "concen- 
tration" itself has many facets. For 
instance, I was always (and still am) a 
prolific reader and developed a measure 
of concentration for it. I never had 
reason to really concentrate on listening. 
But. you can't become an accomplished 
square dancer without a high level of 
concentrated listening. You can't be a 
lazy listener in square dancing. 

Т have tried to make it a habit to 
concentrate on hearing each call during a 
dance song. You cannot anticipate what 
the next call is going to be, but through 
concentration you can react much better 
when you hear it. It's easy sometimes, 
even in a relatively uncomplicated 
routine, to become lazy in concentration 
(through over-confidence, etc.) and find 





yourself missing a call. We often 
explain this away by exclaiming to 
ourselves and others: "I didn't hear it" — 
when the real reason is because we 
weren't concentrating. We often can get 
away with this with no damage because 
our experienced partner nt that time 
was alert enough to this paired call to 
carry us along with him or her. But an 
inexperienced partner may not be able 
to do that That's why in an 
experienced square, calls may be missed 
by many dancers during the song but 
its much easier to cover (or recover) 
because everybody else is executing the 
call properly. That's also why a square 
with some inexperienced dancers 
requires an even higher concentration 
because a dancer may end up having to 
dance for two. 

Yes, concentration is the most 
important faculty of mind in square 
dancing. But "concentration" itself has 
many facets — of which listening is the 
most important. 1 could herein say 
much more nbout this fascinating facet 
of mind in square dancing — but will 
have to put it off until another time. 

Yes, square dancing demands 
CONCENTRATION, and through square 
dancing it wil be developed. Has it 
made a difference in your life? Think 
about it! ]sn't your mate/partner 
communicating better with you? Maybe 
it’s because you've learned to listen to 
each other.

ТҺе Strollers maintain a permanent 
plaque and a large pictorial poster of each 
caller-cuer honored, to be viewed by the 
dancers each year. The largest turnout has 
been 29% squares. The showcase of callers 
includes the less known as well as the 
well-traveled (Decko Deck of Arlington, 
Virginia; the late Dick Jones of Califon, 
New Jersey; and John Kaltenthaler of 
Pocono Pines). Each receives a memento: 
a banner replica of the Rainbow Strollers, 
carrying their individual names and date of 
the event. 

The tribute for the dancers includes a 
framed certificate written by Sam, using 


square dance terms. The wording is the 
story behind the story: 

"In today's world, unselfishness has 
dropped by the wayside. But not for the 
above (honored couple) who have equally 
Circulated the Grand Square with their 
abilities, their friendliness and good fellow- 
ship in the fun-loving Square Dancing 
world. We honor them because they Twirl 
with the experienced as well as the inexper- 
іепсеа, and Pass Thru doors setting exam- 
ples of Courtesy Turns — leaving a good 
Chain Reaction. With no better Substitute, 
we ask them to Pass to the Center, bow to 
the Corners and their Partners as we 
extend to them a Grand Parade salute."

My concern this month came from 
my frequent efforts to get "one more 
couple" to fill a square. You've all 
heard the plea. There are three couples 
on the floor eager to dance and the 
caller is begging. Гуе given up begging 
more than a couple of times. If the 
folks sitting on the sidelines don't want 
to dance, perhaps they had a good 
reason. Оп the other hand, the three 
couples always wonder if the reason is 
that the sitters just don't want to dance 
in this square. 

Certainly there are adequate reasons 
why people may not wish to dance a 
particular tip. But when the hold-outs 
are the club officers in a group at the 
back of the hall, the visitors who need a 
couple might get the impression this isn't 
a friendly club. Unfortunately, this 
scenario is played out often and in many 
clubs. I get the impression that the 
officers think their job comes before their 
dancing. I have often seen them bunched 
on the sidelines talking with each other 
while the visitors on the floor sit down 


for want of that fourth couple. 

'The clubs with the strongest reputa- 
tion for friendliness don't let that 
happen. In those clubs the officers 
accept as their FIRST responsibility the 
job of assuring that visitors dance. It's 
interesting that I often hear from those 
officers who don't dance complaints that 
they don't get to dance much now that 
they are president of the club. I sug- 
gest another way to look at your job. 
The first responsibility is to support 
the club reputation as a friendly place 
to dance. 

For everyone, not only officers, who 
may want to sit out a tip for whatever 
reason, I have another suggestion. If 
the hall situation allows it and you 
really don't want to dance, leave the 
hall. Go to the restrooms or out into 
the corridor or into the kitchen. Almost 
anywhere outside the immediate dan- 
cing area is better than to sit along the 
sidelines while the three couples 
wonder whether you just don't want to 
dance with them.

ROW 1; Attach yarn in first blanket 
Stitch on right-hand side; ch 2, hdc in 
ea st across, covering both yarn ends, ch 
2, turn (33 sts counting ch 2 as st) 
ROW 2: Нас in ea st across, ch 2, turn 
ROW 3: Repeat row 2 

ROW 4: Hde in every other st across, ch 
2, turn (17 sts) 

ROW 5: Dec over first 2 sts, hdc in ea 
st across, dec over last 2 sts, ch 2, 
turn (15 sts) 

ROWS 6-13: Нас in ea st across, ch 2, turn 
ROW 14: Dec over first 2 sts, hdc in ea 
st across, dec over last 2 sts, ch 2, turn 
(13 sts) 

ROW 15: Rep row 14 (11 sts) 

ROW 16: Rep row 14 (9 sts); fasten off 

Sew button on center st of row 5; 
button in center of row 15.

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WHY JOHNNY CAN'T DANCE 


Dear Readers: 

I was reading in the newspaper 
recently about a 26-year-old man who 
had graduated from high school and 
could not read or write. 1 mean, he 
literally could not do either of these 
two functions. 

‘The article explained how he had to 
have friends fill out job applications and 
pick out greeting cards for him. He could 
not drive because he could not read the 
driver's examination. He had spent five 
years in high school, and yet graduated 
with no skills. He admitted that when 
he was younger, he had a short fuse and 
would get expelled frequently. 

Although he did not come out and 
blame the school system, the article 
went. on to question who is to blame for 
such a disappointing situation. "This 
gentleman could not even tell the time! 

Who is to blame for this? Is it the 
school system? Is it the individual? 
Can we blame it on the environment? 
Most likely, it is a combination of all of 
these plus more. Is this situalion 
different from square dancing? 
Although I have never met a square 
dancer who could not read or write, I 
have met some who have a great deal of 
difficulty dancing. 

Anyone who is involved with our 
activity, whether it be callers, cuers, or 
dancers, has gone through our "educa- 
tional system"; ie., beginner lessons. 
Have you ever stopped to think what 
type of system we have? Is it flawless? 
I don't think so. 

If we continue to turn out poor 
dancers, then eventually we will have a 
crisis on our hands. Yet, a crisis 
situation has no power in itself. It 
merely forces people to focus on a single 
thing — to concentrate all of their 
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strengths and energies on a single 
target. In that sense, a crisis literally 
compels you to do the thing you should 
have been doing all along. 

Each year, we spend a great deal of 
money and effort recruiting people for 
beginner classes. This is all well and 
good. However, if we turn out poor and 
dissatisfied dancers from our "school 
system," we are forcing а crisis 
situation. We will then have to focus 
all of our energies to correcting the 
situation that we have created. 

What is that situation? It is a 
situation that we allow to happen year in 
and year out because we tend not to look 
long range. Some callers, cuers and 
dance leaders actually think that the few 
dancers that come back in September 
after graduating are actually going to 
stay in square dancing for the rest of 
their lives. Of course, some do, but 
others either move up through the level 
system and then quit, or others simply 
drop out because they cannot keep up. 

It is like we are leading them in one 
Сэог, and leading them out the other 
end. We need to give them a reason to 
"stay in the room and close the door 
themselves." What are we trying to 
achieve with our present educational 
system? How can we ALL WORK 
TOGETHER to correct the situation 
before we have а "crisis" on our hands? 

Great achievement is the result of 
great thoughts. Poverty is the result of 
poor thoughts, The choice is ours. We 
аге not victims, we are creators. When 
we begin to spend more time thinking 
about what our end result will be with 
the current educational system, and not 
look for immediate gratification, it is 
then that we will have begun the 
process of "long term success." 

Here it is summer time. Have you 
noticed all of the Plus Workshops that 
are being offered? Clubs and callers 
alike are jumping on the bandwagon, 
soliciting their services ог air- 
conditioned halls for people to dance. 
There is nothing wrong with this 
concept. However, what kind of 
message are we sending? It’s almost 
as if we are saying, "Okay now, come to

NEW DANCERS

information is often the difference 
between succeeding or breaking down on 
a call. 


STYLING: 
1) Take hands immediately after 
every call. This enables you to see the 
formation you are in (line, wave, etc.) to 
do the next call. Taking hands immedi- 
ately is more important to your success 
and the success of the square than 
knowing the definition of any specific call. 
This cannot be emphasized too much. 
When hands are joined, elbows must 
also be bent. Otherwise, the square will 


be too large. 
2) resis wit ou 
turning arm in doing arm turn calls. 


This smooths out the move and also 
enables one person to exercise control if 
the other person is unsure how to do the 
call. Many squares break down without 
anyone knowing why merely because 
dancers have used limp arms and have 
therefore lost their positioning. 

On the other hand, new men dancers 
are sometimes too rough in using arm 
turns with the ladies, but they never 
seem to be aware of this. Men: make an 
effort to analyze whether you are being 
too strong in arm turns or hand holds 
with the ladies.

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Td like to see square and round 
dancing included in academic conferences 
auch as the one described below, for we 
are very much a part of the processes 
mentioned. Creating awareness in the 
academic community of the materials 
available in the Square Dance Foundation 
collection would be an excellent way to 
utilize the library and archives. Someone 
knowledgeable in both the square and 
round dance world and the academic 
world to facilitate connections between the 
two would be extremely helpful. 

Here are two examples of times when 
the two worlds have met. At a meeting of 
the Society of Dance History Scholars, one 
presenter scoured the audience and found 
persons who were Scottish, English and 
New England contra dancers. He proceed- 
ed to ask each group to show its typical 
acknowledgment, culminating in the 
"balance and swing" of the contra dancers. 
Modern square dancers would not have had 
an equivalent movement to show because we 
have down-played the importance of the 
swing so much. And that is simply a fact, 
not an argument. Seeing — better yet, par- 
ticipating in — these various dance forms 
gives internal, personal experience that 
makes the comparisons vividly real. 

I know of at least one conference 
paper which created some very interesting 
questions about square dance attire; but 
without someone able to ask the questions 
implied by the paper, the topic was left at 
the conference and in the proceedings in 
a very incomplete state. As I remember 
it, the paper writer (who said that he had 
been aquare dancing for several years) 
claimed that the attire promoted stereo- 
typical male/female roles, including 
creating and strengthening the dependency 
of the women on the men. If so, then 
how does that fit in with the necessity for 
everyone in the square, male and female, 
to know his or her own part and often act 
independently and certainly equally with

When the round 
dance leaders ran out 
of round dancing 
figures, they turned 
to ballroom dancing 
for inspiration: It 
was both a very 
natural thing to do, 
and a good thing. So we went and 
scrounged Telemark, Impetus, etc. — 
and why not? — they were enticingly 
scroungeable. But where we went 
wrong possibly is that, together with 
the figures, we also imported their 
names — irrational, esoteric, and 
discouraging as they were. Square and 
round dancing had gotten us used to 
pretty strange names, but they had a 
basic pictorial quality which made them 
readily acceptable: Ocean Wave, Box, 
Scissors, etc. 

So suddenly, instead of turning 
right or left, we found ourselves going 
"natural" or "reverse," That was the

first unnecessary complication, immedi- 
ately followed by a massive import of 
barbaric terms. Why couldn't we have 
adopted, for instance, a "Left Hesi- 
tation" and "Right Hesitation"? But 
the term that offers the most challenge 
to the dancer moving into the INT level 
is probably the word OPEN. He knew 
what OPEN was, he even understood 
LEFT OPEN and OPEN FACING, but 
now he has to digest OPEN TELEMARK 
("open means semi," we explain gravely), 
and OPEN NATURAL ("open means 
banjo, we say no less seriously), and 
OPEN HIP TWIST ("open means a 
handshake or left open facing," we 
have the nerve to proclaim). 
ROUNDALAB took а step in the right 
direction by developing IMPETUS TO 
SCP, TELEMARK TO SCP — but 
choreographers and cuers alike still 
seem very reluctant to abandon the 
sacrosanct, "open." 

I do not know, 1 admit, what a 
“continuous hip twist" is. The only 
description found in the odd cue sheet is 
"R,L,R,-; L,R,L,-;" which could bea "Run

RULES FOR CONDUCTING MEETINGS 


Members of an organization are governed 
by Rules of Order, Such rules must be 
observed and a working knowledge of them 
will enable members to give expression to 
their ideas and to become. more effective in 
the affairs of the organization. 

The presiding officer controls the meeting 
to see that it doesn't get out of hand. 
Business is transacted by the members at the 
meeting, and the presiding officer guides the 
members and keeps them on the track. He 
rules on matters of procedure and maintains 
order to prevent the business of the meeting 
from becoming sidetracked. 


Business is conducted in the following order: 
Call to Order 

Reading of Minutes of Previous Meeting 
Report of Officers and Committees 
Unfinished Business 

New Business 

Adjournment 

. The meeting proceeds after it is called to 
order by the presiding officer. 

2. The minutes of the previous meeting are 
read by the Secretary. If there аге no 
corrections or changes to be made, the Chair 
may order them approved as read. 1f changes 
or corrections are necessary, the chair calls 
for a vote. 

3. Officers’ reports usually cover routine 
business and may be approved as received. 
The Treasurer's report may be received by 
motion acted upon by the members but 
should not be approved until audited. This 
does not apply to small organizations or 
where the monies involved are nominal. The 
chairman calls for а vote on the acceptance 
or rejection of a report after it is given and if 
there are no objections, he rules the report be 
accepted as read. 

4. Any business not concluded at the previous 
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meeting is Unfinished Business and should be 
disposed of at the current meeting. 

5. When anything is brought before the 
meeting the first time for consideration or 
action, it is done at the time of the call for 
New Business. 


Making a Motion - When making a motion 
your remarks are addressed to the Chairman. 
It is improper to make a motion when another 
member lias the floor. 


Seconding the Motion - When a motion is 
made, someone should second it. Failing to 
obtain a second defeats the motion and no 
action is taken on it. The motions that do 
not require a second are: Making 
Nominations; Calling for a Division of the 
Assembly; Objection to the Consideration of 
a Question; Questions of Order; Call for 
Orders of the Day; Parliamentary Inquiry; 
and Leave to Withdraw a Motion. Even 
though you made a motion or second it, you 
may still vote against it. 


Discussion and Debate - When a motion is 
made and seconded, the Chairman asks for 
remarks. Discussions may be lengthy, but no 
member should speak more than twice on the 
question before others have a chance to speak. 
Some Motions are not Debatable, such as; A 
Motion to Adjourn, to Close Nominations, ta 
Withdraw a Motion, or Points of Order. Main 
Motions are always debatable. 


Amending the Motion - A motion is amend- 
ed by adding or striking out parts of the 
original motion. An amendment must have 
some relation to the motion; otherwise, you 
may introduce a new subject for consideration 
before action is taken on the first, This is 
improper, and the maker of the second 
motion should be declared out of order, An

amendment to an amendment may be offered, 
but it mast be related to the main motion and 
the first amendment. The members vote first 
on the second amendment, then on the 
amendment, and finally on the main motion. 


Withdrawing a Motion - After making a 
motion you may withdraw it by making a 
motion to do so. This requires no second and 
is not debatable, but the withdrawal must be 
done before the chairman has stated it !o the 
meeting for discussion and vote. If he has 
stated И, the group must give its consent for 
you to withdraw it. 


Privileged Motions - You may at any time 
make a motion to adjourn or take a recess. 
These аге privileged motions and are not 
debatable. They must be acted upon even if 
a main motion is pending. Before offering 
a privileged motion, you wait until there is 
clearance, rise and be recognized. You 
have the right to interrupt a speaker to get 
the business back on the track. This is 
known as Call for the Orders of the Day. 
It requires no second and is not debatable 
or amendable. 


Incidental Motions - If a motion is made 
in violation of the Constitution or By-Laws, 
an objection can be raised by saying, "/ rise 
to a point of order." You can also question

breakdown. In addition, timid dancing 
hides mistakes dancers are making, 
and these mistakes could go on for 
months or years before being detected; 
then they have become a habit and are 
much more difficult to break. 
7) Shuffle your feet. Lifting your feet 
will tire you much more rapidly and will 
break up the dante rhythm. Remember 
that you are DANCING and not merely 
moving mechanieally through various 
figures. Keep the rhythmic beat of the 
music with your feet while you glide 
along the floor. 
8) Stand erect. There is a tendency for 
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new dancers, especially the men, to lean 
forward excessively when doing calls. 
This looks bad and it will also tire a 
person out quickly. Try to stand erect or 
even lean back a little while dancing —it 
makes you look so much better. 
9) Concentrate. Because you have 
not been dancing very long, you will 
probably not be able to react auto- 
matically to the calls for awhile. This 
means you must concentrate on think- 
ing of the definition of each call. 
Unfortunately, many new dancers do 
not concentrate, and so every call seems 
to come as a surprise. If you concen- 
trate and think, you should do well.

A HISTORY OF 


NARRAGANSETT, RI 

The history of Narragansett Pier is 
в rich one. Fashionable periodicals of 
the late 1900s commented regularly on 
the social goings-on at the Pier. The 
New York times reported in 1877 that 
Narragansett, Rhode Island, was "an 
American watering place in the truest 
sense of the term." 

One of the finest beaches in the 
Northeast lured aristocratic vacationers 
who returned every summer. They 
enjoyed the simple charm and lack of 
pretension that distinguished Narra- 
gansett from other affluent resorts. 

Most prominent among the attract- 
ions of the Pier was the Casino, unique 
in its architecture and separate from 
the Newport Casino in its scope. 

The Casino boasted everything 
desirable in the way of recreation and 
social enjoyment. There were tennis 
courts, bowling alley, billiards and card 
rooms, a rifle gallery, a theatre and 
ballroom, an array of handsome shops, 
and a fine restaurant operated by none 
other than Louis Sherry, the renowned

Sixth Avenue caterer. An orchestra 
supplied music during the day and 
music for dancing later in the evening. 

On September 4, 1900, a fire broke 
out in the upper west wing of the 
Rockingham Hotel. Destruction spread 
quickly through the six-story building. 
High winds carried flames over to the 
Casino nearby, and both structures 
were thoroughly consumed. 

Today, Narragansett is a quiet 
residential community, nestled in a cozy 
setting on Rhode Island Sound, The 
Pier is gone, but yesterday is not 
entirely forgotten. For example, the 
massive stone Towers that span Ocean 
Road near the water's edge have made 
many в visitor wonder about the origins 
of this peaceful town. 

The Towers were built in 1885 and 
served as the main entrance to the 
Casino. The covered promenade over 
{һе arch was frequently filled with 
lunch or dinner patrons overflowing 
from the principal dining room. 'l'oday 
this impressive landmark belongs to the 
town, which is committed to its 
preservation as an historic monument.

ROUNDALAB Set of Standards to be Reprinted 


One of the goals of ROUNDALAB is to 
make round dancing in all phases 
enjoyable and understandable for the 
dancers and their teachers. This is being 
accomplished through standardization of 
figures and developing and/or improving 
teaching techniques. 

In 1984 ROUNDALAB restructured 
Standardized Planning во that АП 
activities in each Phase would be under 
one chairman, The Committee realizes 
that Standardized Planning is an ongoing 
project and that there are still figures 
and rhythms that have not as yet been 
phase and/or defined. Much time is spent 
at every ROUNDALAB Convention 
discussing and defining new figures as 
well as reviewing and refining previously 
defined figures, 

Barbara and Wayne Blackford, Stan- 
dardization Planning Chairman, have 


announced that ROUNDALAB will be 
updating and reprinting the Phase 
Booklets that comprise the "Set of 
Standards of Round Dancing’. 

Since the 1989 printing, several 
addendum pages to each phase booklet 
have been distributed. These pages, and 
any other changes adopted at the June 
1992 Convention, will now be incorporated 
into the 1992 printing. These booklets, 
along with a Glossary, an Index, and a 
"Listing of Figures by Rhythms" which 
comprise the "ROUNDALAB Set of 
Standards of Round Dancing, will be 
available by the end of the summer. 

ROUNDALAB encourages all chore- 
ographers to assume the responsibility of 
using the Phase Booklets to phase rate 
their routines before the publication and 
including of this information in the heading 
of every cue sheet.

3 Twice" or "Kiki Walks" or "Swivel 
Walks" — but what I know is that it is 
certainly more impressive to hear "Joe 
Bloe wrote this great mambo featuring 
a 'Continuous Hip Twist'" than "Joe 
Bloe wrote this great dance featuring а 
"Run 3 Twice'" 

The. ballroom dancer, funnily 
enough, does not suffer from this 
obscure verbiage, He learns a new 
figure, practices it for an hour or two, 
integrates it into his own routine and 
promptly forgets its name (if he was 
ever told). The new figure becomes, for 
him, "that left turn which I do when I 
reach the corner of the hall." The round 
dancer, of course, cannot afford the 
luxury of forgetting. 

At this point, the battle, of course, is 
lost — but not necessarily the whole 
war. Maybe one day the resistance 
will speak up and be heard. (Where 
are you, fellow members?) And maybe 
if we rationalized our terms, we would 
attract more dancers into the higher 
levels rather than putting them off by 
what, too often I bear called 
deprecatingly, the "ballroom gibberish."
